Richardson fails to teach each function in the dynamic link library associated with an ordinal number; (2) Richard fails to teach causing the 
executable program to link to functions in the first part directly by means of the associated ordinal numbers. 

Examiner respectful disagreed with applicant. As to point (1), Richardson disclosed each function in the dynamic library associated with 
entry point (col. 4, lines 30-35, the entry point referred here is the ordinary number). Thus, Richardson clearly teaches each function in the 
dynamic link library associated with an ordinal number. As to point (2) Richardson teaches executable program to link to functions in the 
first part directly by means of the associated ordinal numbers (col. 4, lines 32-53; col. 9, line 60 through col. 10, line 46). 
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
